H-Bomb Test This Summer Expected By Many Observers 


WASHINGTON. 
F ib . 
12 — 
Many observers here are con­ 
vinced today that the Ignited 
States will detonate a hydro­ 
fen bomb this Summer for the 
^ first time in human history as 
' the result of successful exper­ 
iments in atomic explosions at 
Frenchman's Creek, Nev., the 
last two weeks. 
Wide speculation about the 
H-bomb follows the disclosure 
by Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sioner Sumner T. Pike that the 
five atomic blasts near L a s 
Vegas proved “ certain calcu­ 
lations” which will make dead­ 


ly weapons tests at Eniwetok 
easier, cheaper and more cer­ 
tain of success. 
Six months of planning went 
into the experiments and the 
series of explosions were re­ 
liably reported to have touch­ 
ed on five different uses of the 
A-bomb. 
Civilian 
experts 
say 
that 
one of the explosions was to 
determine the ability of t h e 
atomic bomh’s intense h e a t 
flash to act as a “ trigger” for 
setting off the hydrogen bomb. 
It is generally assumed that 
any H-bomb blast would 
be 


set off at the Pacific atoll be­ 
cause the devastating shock 
would be too great if unleash­ 
ed anywhere within the Con­ 
tinental United States. 
The 
Defense 
Department’s 
Joint Task Force No. 3, num­ 
bering more than 10.000 men, 
has 
been 
quietly 
preparing 
since early 1950 for the b i g , 
weapons tests at Eniwetok. 
Pike said he can only “ en­ 
courage speculation'' that t h e 
Nevada blasts involved a type 
of ground-launched atomic ar­ 
tillery that the Army ii known 


to be seeking for tactical use 
against enemy troops. 
Pike also made these other 
points: 
1. He does not 
accept 
re­ 
cently 
published 
statements 
that H-bombs can be “ rigged-’ 
to wipe out humanity. He said 
there is a vast difference be­ 
tween theoretical and practic­ 
al possibilities 
2. The first atomic subm a­ 
rine motor is under construc­ 
tion at Arco, Ida., anc^may be 
put into operation by the end 
of this year. 
3. 
The 
first 
experimental 


atomic power plant, also being 
built at Arco, is about 70 per­ 
cent complete 
and 
may 
be 
ready for its first test in April 
or May. 
Pike, a rangy New England­ 
er who is regarded as AEC’* 
most 
articulate 
member 
in 
translating atomic energy into 
non-scientific terms, concluded 
that the L as Vegas tests can­ 
not be discussed publicly with­ 
out revealing vital informa­ 
tion. Pike said: 
“ I have been trying to think 
how we could tell the public 
what we were doing out there 


at Las Vegas without 
giving 
away vital information, and I 
have 
about decided 
that 
it 
can't be done. 
“ The only thing we can do 
is to indicate something of the 
nature of our problem, a n d 
how the Las Vegas, tests help 
to solve that problem.” 
Pike observed that even the 
commissioners and the scien­ 
tists differ in their views 
of 
what constitutes a successful 
experiment. 
The commissioner said t h e 
scientists would settle for an 


experiment about 50 
percent 
successful. They would consid­ 
er a 90 percent chance as “ no 
experiment at all because re­ 
sults are too certain” and 20 
percent as an abortive effort. 
With a S30 million outlay at 
Eniwetok, Pike said, the AEC 
has “ to be much more certain 
of the results we will get than 
the scientist would like to be.” 
Pike added: 
‘ The L as Vegas tests help 
us to be more certain, a n d 
that makes a big difference in 
terms of men and money.” 
But regardless of cost, Pike

WASHINGTON. Feb. 12—Sen.

Flanders declared in a Sen­ 
ate speech that this 
country 
“ cannot lose” in thus broad­ 
ening

weapons 
above 
small 
arm s 
needed for internal control. It 
would stress the right of in- 
_ 
spection. 
The senator said: 
“ If it is accepted, we and the 
whole 
world win 
a 
disarmed 
peace. If it is rejected, the So­ 
viet 
government 
stands c o n ­ 


victed before the eyes 
of the 
world without a single excuse for 
its rejection of peace.” 
Flanders said the plan should 
not be offered as 
an 
“ ultima­ 
tum ” but be made a “ permanent 
exhibit” 
and 
proclaimed 
con­ 
stantly so that “ the w’orld’s war­ 
m ongers” can never forget it.

DiSalle Say* Level

Price Stabilizer Michael DiSalle 
predicted today that prices will 
rise at least six percent before 
they level off “ about midsum* 
• m er.” 
DiSalle also said that he an- 
tieipated “ some pretty good 
rollbacks” in some fields, hut 
that rollback presented a spe­ 
cial problem. The price stabi­ 
liser 
declared 
that 
p r i c e 
freeses 
“ create 
s o m e 
in­ 
equities,” and added: 
“ Now if you roll them back, 
all you do is compound those in­ 
equities, besides giving yourself 
y * lot of administrative problems. 
“ There is a question that 
if 
you roll back 
prices you 
roll 
back wages too, at the s a m e 
time. There would be 
quite 
a 
disturbance if you said. 
‘we'll 
roll back wages to 1946 ,** 
The former Toledo 
ma y o r 
said. however, that it would be 
“ much easier to control w ages” 
with price control.

D ISA LLE DISAGREED with 
“ some of the economists w h o 
say that maybe in five months 
we’ll have a three-point (price) 
rise, I think its going to be high­ 
er than that.” 
He “ guessed” 
that the rise under c o n t r o l s 
would be “ five or six percent, or 
even m ore.” 
DiSalle concluded: 
“ I want to be very careful not 
^to give 
people the impression 
wthat they're going to start pay­ 
ing 1946 prices right away and 
still make 1951 w’ages. 
“ That isn’t in the cards—and 
I think many people are getting 
that idea and that they think of 
price controls as a device f o r 
saving money. 
“ But it just 
doesn't operate 
that way. We’re just trying 
to 
hold it so it w'on’t cost t h e m 
»m o re in the future.” 


Plenty Of Water 
Hut So Drinking

everywhere

but in Columbia, on the river’s

to drink. 
Drinking water was 
rationed 
to one quart per person as the 
12.000 residents of the borough 
were confronted with the para­ 
dox of too much and too little 
water. 
A five mile ice-jam raised the 
river to 17 feet 
above 
normal 
last we*k and flooded the Col­ 
umbia Co. a water work*.

New Avalanches 
Rip Alps Burv 
Two \ Hinges 


GENEVA. Feb. 12—'Thunder­ 
ing avalanches poured dowrn the 
Sw’iss Alps today, killing at least 
four persons, burying 27 others 
alive and 
partially destroying 
two villages. 
The latest slides were caused 
by new snow falling on already 
, frozen 
and 
snow-packed 
sur­ 
faces and were similar to 
the 
recent series of avalanches 
in 
Switzerland, Austria and France 
that 
caused 
more 
than 
200 
deaths. 
One giant snowslide nearly 200 
yards wide crashed down on the 
little Alpine towm of Airlo where 
four are known dead and ll oth­ 
ers are believed trapped under 
the wreckage of their sm ashed 
homes.

Further 
south, 
another 
c a s­ 
cade of snow struck the isolated 
village of Fresco some 20 miles 
from Locarno, destroying houses 
and completely b u r y i n g 
the 
town’s 
church 
except for the 
very top of the bell tower. 
At Airlo the 
massive 
snow* 
fall thundered down the moun­ 
tainside with a roar that could 
be heard for miles, smashing 
houses as if they were m atch­ 
boxes and destroying the village 
school before coming to a halt 
beside a church.

TEHRAN, Feb. 12—The Shah 
of Iran was m arried in a color­ 
ful “ Arabian Nights” ceremony 
today to 
beautiful 
18-year-old 
Soraya Esfandiari in 
Tehran’s 
green-tinted marble palace. 
Because of the international 
situation, some of 
the 
more 
lavish plans to celebrate the 
event were 
cancelled. 
T h e 
Shah also dropped plans for a 
21-gun salute and a fly-past of 
fighter planes while the m ar­ 
riage was in progress. 
But the splendor of the E ast 
still was in evidence in the love­ 
ly costumes and solemn rites. 
Soraya, whose 
name 
means 
“ star,” becam e the second wife 
of the Shah, Mohammed Reza 
Pahlevi, in a Moslem ritual that 
was witnessed only by members 
of the 
royal 
family 
and 
the 
bride's family, plus a few gov­ 
ernment and diplomatic repre­ 
sentatives. 
It was only at the last minute 
that the Shah ordered curtail­ 
ment of many of the festivties 
that w’ere to m ark his m arriage 
to 
the 
lovely 
daughter 
of 
a 
wealthy tribal chieftain 
These were to have included 
vast fireworks exhibits in all 
the 
public 
square, 
parades 
and dances. 
The hour for signing 
of 
he 
m arriage 
contract 
also 
w a s 
changed from early morning un­ 
til late afternoon. 
As dawn broke. I r a n i a n s 
aw’okc to find the Elburz Moun­ 
tains and Tehran itself covered 
with snow' which the Shah’s Mos­ 
lem followers hailed as a good 
omen. 
Despite the comparative “ aus­ 
terity” of the occasion. Tehran 
was gay with flags, bunting and 
flowers, and at the palace there 
was a satisfactory modern ren- 


jdition of the Arabian nights. 
Hundreds of 
princes, 
high 
ranking nobility and their em ­ 
issaries gathered in the var­ 
ious reception rooms while the 
intimate ceremonies of 
sign­ 
ing the 
m arriage 
document 
were carried out. 
Invited 
guests 
included 
Ac­ 
tress Rita Hayworth, her Mos­ 
lem husband. Prince Aly Khan, 
and Aly’s father, the immensely 
wealthy Aga Khan

h i s 
French-born Begum. 
The ceremonies began when 
(the Shah’s sisters. Ashraf 
and 
Sham *, called on the bride at her 
fashionable home on Roosevelt 
Avenue. 
Fom there she was driven to 
the palace in a gold-plated Rolls 
Royce along a route lined with 
an honor guard of soldiers. 
On her arrival at the 
pal­ 
ace. Soraya first was greeted 
by the Shah’s three brothers, 
Princes Ail. Ghulam and Ab- 
ador, the premier of Iran and 
more than IO government of­ 
ficials. 
Six girls carried 
her bridal 
train as she mounted the steps 
leading to the palace 
Hall 
of 
Mirrors, w'here she wras welcom­ 
ed by the Shah and the queen 
mother. 
The young ruler of Iran was 
in his state uniform which glit­ 
tered with decorations. He and 
his bride then led a family pro­ 
cession. which included six Bak­ 
t u n tribal chieftains, to the Iv­ 
ory Room w'here the m arriage 
ceremony was performed. 
Soraya’s women attendants 
wore gowns of pastel shades, 
while the men were in uni­ 
form or 
wore 
formal 
dress 
with full decorations. 
Soraya. half German and half 


Iranian, wore a Christian Dior 
wedding gown 
of 
silver 
lame 
studded with six thousand tiny 
diamonds, and more than three 
i million sequins. 
Her fabulous gifts reportedly 
included a sable coat from Pre­ 
mier Joseph Stalin, estimated to 
be worth $150,000.
